ARGUMENTS AGAINST 
TEXAS SEPARATION 
OF SCHOOLS GIVEN 


AUSTIN, Tex., Dec. 1—(/P)—The 
people of Texas have chosen Aus- 
tin as the site for a constitutional 
university 
for 
negroes and the 


University of Texas Board of Re- 
gents is duty-bound to 
establish 


such a school, Negro Attorney Ken- 
neth R. Lamkln argued today in 
the Third Court of Civil Appeals. 
Presenting the appeal of 
Dr. 


Everett H. Givens, Austin negro 
dentist, for a court order forcing 
the board of regents to establish 
a negro school In order that Giv- 
ens may secure a denistry refresh- 
er course In Austin, Lamkln told 
the court: 
"We 
have drifted a long way 


from the original intention of the 
'ounding fathers of the consitu- 
lon. I 
have never seen a more 
lagrant violation of the constitu- 
tion than the division of Income 
from the permanent school 
fund 
giving two-thirds of the University 
of Texas and one-third to A&M."

*pHE drama, written by "W. H. 
•I Smith and a Gentleman," 
brought out the pre-civil war 
glitter gang to the Boston Museum 
on Feb. 12, 1844. It ran in Bean- 
town some 140 times. In 1850, 
hardly the one to see New York 
beaten to the esthetic gun by that 
New England community, P. T. 
Barnum tried it out on the Bow- 
ery for a few performances and 
promptly packed it off downtown 
to Barnum's Museum, where it 
knocked the spots off the 140- 
performance Boston record by 
sticking around for 198 times. 


In those days that was some- 
thing easily similar to the runs 
of "Tobacco Road" and "Life 
With Father" combined. 


ACCORDING to our most rell- 
•**• able researchers, the Broadwaj 
theater is only a couple hundred 
years old, dating back to 1750. In 
March of that year a company oj 
mummers came lickety-split by 
horse-and-carriages from Phila- 
delphia to a Nassau Street theater 
where they put on "Richard III." 
That Shakespearean frolic having 
whetted the theatrical appetites 
of our bustling little community 
of 
10,000, other 18th Century 
Shuberts discovered the digging 
was fine and that here was an- 
other growing source of grease 
paint culture. 


Mostly, 
the programs were 
English classics. The first of a 
slowly-beginning practice of pre- 
senting new plays was a produc- 
tion of "The Contrast," written 
by Chief Justice Royall Tyler and 
given its first New York airing 
April 16, 1787, at the old John 
Street Theater. 


Gradually a few brand new 
English plays found their way to 
Manhattan Island, and as the go- 
ing got better and more remu- 
nerative, the fancier British stars 
made it their business to hop one 
of the faster boats and suffer a 
month or so of seasickness; 
Since those days, New York 


has become the center of theatri- 
cal art and hopes, and of the 
constantly rancorous complaint 
that the movies or the unions, or 
both, are killing the theater.
